Oalera, Fred Pope of Mdnco, T. Hague 
of Waldron, -Harry <Blsner of Benning- 
ton and (Fred Mannan of near Freder- 
ick. Of the twenty-four people injured 
ten will be cripples for life. 


Prominent among the injured were 


Judge Askew of Chickasba, former 
staite game warden, and Jack Harris 
coal mine superintendent of Wilbur- 
ton. >ln the past seven years, or be- 
ginning with the closing of the sea- 
son in the spring of 1906, 424 peo- 
ple Have -befen killed and injured in 
hunting accidents In this state; of 
these 13$., were killed and 288 injur- 
ed, over half of whom were crippled 
for life. 


A law is bfling advocated compell- 


ing hunters of big game in particular 
to wear red shirts and red caps while 
in the field, to prevent mistaking per- 
sons for animals. The long-range gun 
will perhaps be prohibited.
